Com. Byren’s Narrative continued, [360.] 


The barge not being capacious enough 
to carry the whole company, they were 
obliged io leave four marines behind 
them ; who, when they parted, flood 
upon the beach, giving us (lays the wri- 
ter) three cheers, and calling out, God 
bleis the King. Mr Byron is of opinion, 
that thofe poor fellows met with a mif- 
rable end. The crew attempted afreth 
to double the cape, but found it imprac- 
ticable ; and then they refigned them- 
felves to their fate, and refolved to go 
back to what they called Wager’s Ifland, 
there to linger out a .miferzable life, a 
they bad not the leatt profpedt of retum- 
ing home. On returning to the iffand, 
* our furgeon (fays our author), wlio was 
then by himfelf,  dilcovered a pretty 
large hole, which feemed to lead to fore 
den, or repofitory, within the rocks. It 
was not fo rude, or natural, but that there 
were fome figns of its having been clear 
ed, and made more accetlible by indultry. 
The (urgeon for fome time hefitated 
whether be fhould venture in, from bis 
uncertainty as to the reception he mig't 
meet with from any inhabitant 3 but bis 
curiofity getting the better of his fears 
he determined to goin; which he did 
upon his hands and knees, as the paflage 
was too low for him to enter other 
After having proceeded a confiderabe 
way thus, he arrived at a {pacious cham 
ber; but whether hollowed out by hands 
or natural, he could rot be pofitire. 


The light into this chamber was convey f 
ed through a hole at the top; in the Mm? 


was a kind of bier, made of fticks laid 
wife, (upported by props of about five '* 
in height. Upon this bier, five or fix a 
dies were extended; which, in , 
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ance, had been depofited there a long 
time; but had fuffered no decay or dimi- 
nution. They were without covering ; 
and the fleth of thefe bodies was become 
perfectly dry and hard; which, whether 
done by any art, or fecret, the favages 
may be potleffed of, or occafioned by any 
érying virtue in the air of the cave, 
could not be guefled. Indeed, the fur- 
geon, finding nothing there to eat, which 
was the chief inducement for his creeping 
into this hole, did not amufe himfelf with 
long difquifitions, or make that accurate 
examination which he would have done 
at another time; but crawling out as he 
came in, he went and told the firft he 
net of what he had feen. Some had the 
curiofity to go in hkewife. I had forgot 
to mention, that there was another range 
of bodies, depofited in the fame manner, 
vpon another platform under the bier. 
Probably this was the burial-place of 
their preat men, called caciques; but 
from whence they could be brought, we 
were utterly at a lofs to conceive, there 
being no traces of any Indian fettlement 
hereabout. We had feen no favage fince 
we leit the ifland, or obferved any marks 
in the coves or bavs to the northward, 
where we had touched, fuch as of fire- 
plices, or old wigwams, which they ne- 
ver fail of leaving behind them ; and it 
is very probable, from the vielent feas 
that are always beating upon this coaft, 
its deformed afpeét, and the very fwam- 
py foil that every where borders upon it, 
that it is little frequented.” 

This adventure is the more remarka- 
ble, from its exa@ agreement with the 
accounts of the burying-places of the 
Virginian caciques, or princes, as they 
are delineated by a painter, one White, 
who had been fent over to make draw- 
ngs. of all the curiofities of the country, 
by Sir Walter Raleigh and Sir Richard 
vont, and publifhed by De Bry, in 

590. 

the hard-hearted Indians continuing 
fill inexorable, ** it is wonderful (fays 
Mr Byron) we did not give ourfelves 
up to defpondency, and lay afide all fer- 
ther attempts ; but we were fupported 
by that invifible power, who can m-ke 
tie moft untoward circumftances fubfer- 
vient to his gracious purpoles.” At length 
they reached an ifland, which was the 
beit and pleafantett {pot they had feen 
‘that part of the world, and which 
called Montrofe Ifland: however, 
three or four days after, they returned to

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Wager’s Ifland, having been out upon the 
expedition juft two months. They found 
that their huts had been vifited during 
their abfence by fome Indians, who mutt 
have had communication with the Spa- 
niards, becaufe they knew the ule of 
iron. A tew days after, when they were 
upon the point of perifhing with hunger, 
a party of Indians landed on the ifland 
from two canoes; and among them was 
an Indian of the tribe of Chonos, who 
lived in the neighbourhood of Chiloe, an 
iland on the weftern coat{t of America, 
under the Spanifh This In- 
dian was a cacique, fpoke a barbarous 
kind of Spanifh, and wore a ftick with a 
filver head, being a badge of his autho- 
rity delegated to hin by the Spaniards. 
By good fortune, Mr Elliot, the furgeon, 
could talk a little Syanith; and the cae 
cique, upon being pronnfed the barge, 
and every thing in it, asa reward, if 
he would condué them to a Spanifh fet- 
tlement, agreed to the terms. The 
number of our adventurers was now re- 
duced, by death and famine, to thir- 
teen 3 and they fet fail under the gui- 
dance of the cacique, whofe name was 
Martin, and his tervant Emanuel. The 
hardthips of this voyage were fo great, 
that three of their beft hands died 
through fatigue and hunger, though the 
Captain at that time had a large piece 
of boiled feal by him, of which he would 
fuffer none to partake but himicif and 
the furgeon. 

Their fatigues were now redoubled ; 
but while they looked upon their de- 
ftru@ion as unavoidable, Mr Byron dif- 
cerned a canoe at a diftance, in which 
was the Indian puide, who had left them 
for fome time, and his wife. Six of the 
men by this time, with Emanuel, had 
run away with the barge, and all their 
arms and ammunition; fothat only a babe 
fowling-piece, which belonged to our 
author, was left them, with a few char- 
ges of powder. The fowling-piece was 
promifed to the Indian as his reward, 
inftead of the borge; and it was refoil- 
ved that the company fhould be carried 
off in tne Indian’s canoe, though it would 
contain no more than three or four per- 
fons; but the Indian was to return for 
the reft. Captain Cheep and Mr Byron, 
with the Indian, accordingly fet out with 
the canoe; and after undercoug inex- 
preflible fatigues, they landed m-ar fone 
wigwams, or Indian temporaiy huts. 
Our adventurer was left to fhift for him- 
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felf; and having now no choice left, he 
entered one of thofe huts, where he 
found a young handfome woman, with 
an elderly one, who, after the firft {ure 
prife at his appearance was over, treated 
him with great humanity, and broiled a 
laree fith for him to fatisfy his hunger, 
which it was far from removing. They 
then laid themfelves down to fleep, and 
our author, when he awaked next morn- 
ing, found the voung woman lying by 
his fide. His hunger ftill continuing, his 
two patronefies treated him with fome 
more of the fame fare, and carried him 
a-filhing, a diverfion which they practi- 
fed with great dexterity. 

** It was my lot (favs Mr Byron) to be 
put into the canoe with my two patronef- 
fes, and fome others who afliited in row- 
ing: we were in all four canoes. After 
rowing fome time, they gained fuch an 
offing as they required, where the water 
here was about eight or ten fathom deep, 
and there lay upon their oars. And 
now the youngeft of the two women, ta- 
king ab. fketin her mouth, jumped over- 
iourd, and diving to the bottom, conti- 
nued under water an amazing times: 
when the had filled the bafket with fea- 
eros, fhe came op to the boatefide; and 
delivering it fo filled to the other woman 
i) the boat, they took out the contents, 
and returned it to her, The diver then, 
waiter having taken a fhort time to 
breathe, went down and up again with 
the fame fduccels; and fo feveral times 
for the [pace of half an hour. It feem: 
vs if Providence bad endued this people 
with a kind of amphibious nature, as the 
fea is the only fource trom whence almoft 
ali their fubtiitence is derived.” 

Thofe fea-eggs are, in f.@, a fhell- 
filh, in which are found four or five 
yolks, (refeimbling the inner divifions of 
an orange), that are of a very nutritive 
gualitv, andexcellent flavour. The two 
Indian Isdies proved to be the wives of 


an old Todian, who, upon bis return 
from an expeditior, moft unmercifully 
draohed the youn; one, probably in a 
ht of jeslou'v. In a thort time the ca. 
eigue informing the Coptam and Mr By. 


son, that there was a necetiity for their 
returniry im his ganoe to the place where 
thev has left their companion, they fet 
out to rejoin them; bur found them in 
the urmott mifery; which was by no 
means alleviated by Capt. Cheap's beha- 
siour, who, though he was treated with 
great ditinclien by the cacique and his

wife, took no notice of the wants of the 
others; fo that his behaviour was equal- 
lv unfeeling and inhuman. The arrival 
of the Indians whom they had left, pro- 
cured our fufferers fome relief; but it 
was very short. The good women, hows 
ever, notwithflanding the danger the 
ran, continued their kindnefs to Mr By- 
ron ; who here gives us fome account of 
their religious ceremonies, if fuch they 
can be called; as, during their perform. 
ance, both men and women are {eijzed 
with a kind of phrenzy. About the mid- 
dle of March our author and his compa- 
nions imbarked with the Indians, but 
Mr Elliot, their furgeon, died of hun- 
ger. After enduring great milery both 
by fea and land, in which Mr Byron was 
three davs at the oar, without any kind 
of nourifhment but a difapreeable root, 
and without either fhirt, fhoe, or ftoek- 
ing, the Indians carried their canoes o- 
ver land. In this journey Mr Byron ful- 

ered excruciating hardthips : he not on- 
lv verv narrowly elcaped drowning, but 
was deferted by his companions ; whom, 
however, after having been very roughly 
(not to fay crueily) treated by another 
party of Indians, he accidentally met 
with, he afterwards rejoined. They 
then proceeded to the northward, but 
by very flow deprees; ** and ({ays he) as 
the difficulties and hardihips we daily 
went through would only be a repetition 
of thofe already mentioned, I thall fay 
no more, but that at lait we reached an 
ifland, about thirty leagues to the fouth- 
ward of Chiloe.” 

Having with great difficulty crofled a 
bay, and landed upon an uninhabited 
part of that ifland, after travelling for 
fome time, our adventurers came to 4 
houfe, where, confidering what they-had 
fuilered before, their mileries may be 
faid to have been at an end. The cae 
cique who was their conductor, knew the 
Indians of a little village about two miles 
diftant, who received them with great 
hofoitality, treating them with mutton: 
broth and barley-meal cake. Tnofe In- 
cians were fubje@s to the Spaniards, 
whom they dceteft; and both men and 
women were well featured, neat in theit 
perfons, end decently drefled. They 
Ciipatched a meflenger to the Spanilh 
corregidor at Caftro, to know how they 
were to Gifpofe of their three gue!ts, (for 
Hamilton bad left the company for tome 
time). The caciques were ordered (0 
bring them to a certain piace, where 
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hey were received by a party of Spanifh 
foldiers. Their treatment from che Spa~ 
miards was fer lets humane than what 
they had experienced from their fliendly 
Jndians ; but at laft they were carried to 
Caftro, where the correpidor (who was 
an old man, very tall, with a leng cloak 
on, a tye-wig without any curl, anda 
fpado of an immenfe length by his fide) 
received them in great ftate and form, 
but treeted them with cold hams and 
fowls, of which they inttantly devoured 
as much as might have fufliced ten men 
with common appetites. Even for months 
sfter, they took all opportunities of fill- 
jng their pockets with victuals, that 
they might cram themfelves three or 
four times in the night. Their prifon 
was the Jefuit’s college, where the good 
fithers, who were only four in num- 
ber, were very earnett that their guetts 
would make them prefents of any thing 
cf value they might have faved. A party 
of thirty foldiers foon carried them to 
Chaco, which was the refidence of the 
rovernor, where they were ftrily guard- 
e:, but tolerably welltreated, and every 
houfe was open for their entertainmeit. 
“They always (fays Mr Byron) {pread 
# table, thinking we never could eat e- 
nough after what we had futlered; and 
we were much of the fame opinion. The 
inhabitants, in general, are a charitable 
pood fort of people; but very ignorant, 
and governed by their priefts ; and many 
cf their women ere handfome.” Our au- 
thor next pices us a curious account of 
the manner of living and commerce of 
thofe Spaniards, who receive an annual 
Ship from Lima; but the cargo is chiefly 
corfigned to the Jeluits, who ingrefs al- 
moit all the trade there. This part of 
the performonce is very entertaining, 
end uncommonly inflruéive. The ifland 
reprelented as ahout feventy leagues 
round, and is the moft fouthern fettle- 
Mert the Spaniards have in thofe feas. 
On the 2d of Jienuary 1742-3, our ad- 
verturers (Mr Homilton having now join- 
them) smbarked on beard the Lima 
flip, which was beund for Velperaifo ; 
Where they anchored in the port the fixth 
toy. They were caried prifoners before 
the povernor, who confined them in the 
co cemned hole, Capt. Cheap and Mr 
were orcercd to attend the 
Preficent at St Jape 5 but our euthor and 
Mr Can phell muit have thei: time 
very indifferently after their Cenarture, 
hed it not been for the humanity of the 


inhabitants. In afew davs, thev 
wife were ordered to be fen! up to St Ja- 
po, which is the capital of Chili, ond 
ninety miles from Valparaifo. They were 
received civilly by Don Jofeph M nfo, 
the prefident, who fent them to the houfe 
where their companions refided; and the 
foliowing quotation ferves to prove, that 
the moft exalted virtues are not confined 
to the mott polifhed or the moft learned 
people. 

“© We found them (Capt. Cheap and 
Mr Hamilton) fays Mr Byron, extreme- 
ly well lodged at the houle of a % otch 
phyfician, whole name was Don Pairicia 
Gedd. This gentleman had been a long 
time in this citv, and was preatly efteem- 
ed by the Spaniards, as well for his abi- 
lities in his profeflion, as his humane dif- 
pofition. He no fooner heard thai there 
were four Enplifh prifoners arrived in 
that country, then he waited upon the 
prefident, and begged they might be 
lodged at his houfe. This was granted ; 
and had we been his own brothers, we 
could not have met with a more friendly 
reception; and during two yeats that we 
were with him, his conftant ftudy was to 
make every thing as agreeable to us as 
poflible. We were greatly diflrefied to 
think of the expence be was at upon our 
account; but it was in vain for us to ar- 
gue with him about it. In fhort, to fum 
up his charuéter ina few words, there ne- 
ver was a man of more extenfive hum. 
nity. Two or three days after our arri- 
val, the prefident fent Me Campbell and 
me an invitation to dine with him, where 
we were to meet Admiral Pizarro and all 
his officers. ‘This was a cruel {troke up- 
on us, as we had not any clocths fit to ap- 
pear in, and dared not refufe the invita 
tion. The next day, a cfiicerbe- 
longing to Adm. fquadron, whofe 
nane was Don Alanucl de Guiror,came and 
made us an ctler of two thoufand dole 
Jais [ vii. 216.]. This generous Spaniard 
mace this offer without any view of ever 
being repaid, but purely out of a com- 
peflonate motive of relieving us in our 
prefent difliefs. We returned bim all 
the acknowledgements his uncommon re- 
nercus behaviour merited, and accepted 
of fix hundred Cojlars only, upon bis ree 
ceiving our draupl t tor that fom upon the 
Engith comful at We vow got 
ourleives Cecently clo. thed ef er the Spae 
nifh fafhion; and as we were vron one 
parole, we went out where we plealed to 
divert ouriclves.”

We are next entertained with a de- 
{cription of the country, which is repre- 
fenied as one of the molt agreeable on 
the globe, as well on aceount of its cli- 
mate and produftions, as for the focial 
virtues and accomplifhments of the inha- 
bitants. ‘* The women are remarkably 
handlome, and very extravagant in their 
drefs. Their hair, which is as thick as 
is poflible to be conceived, they wear of 
a va(t length, without any other orna- 
ment upon the head than a few flowers; 
they plait it behind in four plaits, and 
twit them round a bodkin, at each end 
of which ts a diamond rofe. Their thifts 
are all over lace, as isa little tight waift- 
coal they wear over them. Their petti- 
coats are open before, and lap over, and 
have cotnmenly three rows of very rich 
lace of gold or filver. In winter, they 
hive an upper waiftcoat of cloth of gold 
or fiver, and in fummer, of the fineft li- 
nei, covered all over with the fineft 
Fionders lace. The fleeves of thefe are 
immenfely wide. Over all this, when 
the air is cool, they have a mantle, which 
is only of bays, of the finett colours, 
round which there is abundance of lace. 
When they go abroad, they wear a veil, 
which is 10 contrived, that one eye is on- 
ly feen. Their feet are verv fall, and 
they value themfelves as much upon it as 
the Chinefe do. Their fhoes are pinked 
and cut; their flockings filk, with gold 
and filer clocks; «nd they love to have 
the end of an embrotdered garter hang 
a little below the petticoat. Their breatts 
and thoulders are very naked; and, in- 
ceed, you may eafily difcern their whole 
fllape by their manner of drefs. They 
have fine iparkling eyes, ready wit, a 
great deal of good-nature, and a ftrong 
difpofition to gallantry.” 

Tt is with regret we find ourfelves una- 
ble to quote any ferther account of this 
paradite of a country; we can only in- 
form the reader, that on the 20th of De- 
cember our four prifonsrs imbarked on 
board the Lys frigate, a French {hip be- 
Jonping to St Malo. Though they met 
with mony adventures and diftreffes in 
their vovage to Frence, where they came 
to au avechor in Brett on the of 
Oober, yet they were not fo remarka- 
ble as thole they had already undergone. 
When they landed at Dover from a Dutch 
Coarer, the matter of which they were 
to pay Lesorehand, they were fo 
celuiuce of money, that cur avthor had 
net wherewithal to pay his tuinpikes, 
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which he was obliged to bilk by riding as 
hard through them as he could. When 
he came to the Borough, he hired a 
coach to carry him to his brother's houfe 
in Marlborough ftreet: but be found it 
fhut up; and he was forced to borrow 
money to pay the fare from a neighbour. 
ing tradefman, who dire&ed him to bis 
fitter the Countefs of Carlifle’s houfe in 
Soho fquare; where, after fome alterca- 
tion with the porter on account of the 
oddity of his drefs, he met with a jovful 
and affeftionate welcome. [viii. 1.49.] 
After what we have already oblerved 
concerning this publication, it would be 
fuperfluous to recommend it to the notice 
of the public; for curiofity mutt impel 
almoft every man who can read, tc perule 
it. Its ftyle and manner js fuch as may 
be expected from a man of quality ande- 
ducation, being every where clear, per- 
fpicuous, and well fuited to its various 
fcenes, either of diftrefs or feftivity, 
Upon the whole, we think the author has 
fuffered more in his own perfon than any 
man now living, and deferves the highelt 
preferment his profeflion can admit of, 
nc only on account of the hardthips here 
deferibed, but for the fubfequent fervices 
he has perforined to his country. C.

thefe words of St Paul, How 
they believe in him of whom they hart 
net heard ? and how fuall they hear with 
out @ preacher ? his Lordthip takes occa: 
fion to confider the expediency of 4 
ftanding miniftry for the fupport and pro- 
pagation of Chriftianity, the ftate of re 
ligion in America, the good purpofes fer 
which the fociety was eftablifhed, the 
difadvantages attending the want of bir 
{hops in eur colonies, Ge. 
Speaking of the firft colonifis, he favs, 
“ Upon the adventurers what reproach 
could be caft, heavier than they deferved? 
who, with their native foil, abandoned 
their native manners and religion; end 
ere long were found in maay parts living 
without remembrance or knowledge © 
God, without any divine worthip, m dit 
folute wickednefi, and the moft_brutd 
prcflizacy of manners. Initesd ot civilie 
zing and converting barbarcus infidels, 
as they undertook to do, they became 
themicives intidels and barbarians. 
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is it not fome aggravation of their {hame, 
that this theiv neglect of religion was con- 
t ry to the pretences and conditions un- 
cer which they obtained royal grants and 
opbdlic authority to their adventures ? The 
prt ‘cnces aud conditions were, that their 
-eogu was, and that they fhould endea- 
von, the enlargement of commerce, and 
sropagation of Chriflian faith: the 
ver they executed with fincerity and 
zeal; inthe latter moft notorioufly failed.” 

In the charter of the fociety before 
whch this difcourfe was preached, it is al- 
leiged, ** that many of his Majefty’s fub- 
jects in the colonies wanted the admini- 
{tration of God’s word and facraments, 
and feemed to be abandoned to atheifm 
and infidelity.” 

The truth of this reprefentation we 
have no reafon to difpute ; and we are 
mittaken if there are not refie&ions of 
the dame nature in the fermons of fome 
Prefbyterian divines in America, who 
have had occafion to mention the depra- 
vity of their countrymen: yet his Lord- 
fhip for having reprefented them in a fi- 
mjler light, is warmly attacked by fome 
writers of that denomination, who pre- 
tend that he has caft an undeferved re- 
proach on the American colonies. C. 


A letter to a friend, containing remarks on 
certain pafjages in the Bifbop of Lan- 
dotf’s fermon in which the higheft ree 
proach is undefervedly caft upon the A- 
merican colonies. By Charles Chauncy, 
D.D. Paflor of the Firf? Church of 
in Bofton. Botton printed, Lon- 
don reprinted. —With a /upplement, 
containing an anfwer to the plea of T. B. 
Chandler, D. D. of New Ferfey, for 
dimerican Bifvops wherein his reafon- 
ings are fhewn to be fallacious, and his 
claims indefenfible.

His letter tends to prove, that not- 
withttanding the heinous charges of 
eur colonifts having ‘abandoned their 
netive manners and religion,” together 
With their parent-foil; and ** living with- 
Cut remembrance or knowledge of God, 
Vithout any divine worthip, in diffolute 
Wickecnels, and the moft brutal prefliga- 
fy of manners;” that their repard to 
piety and morality has not been impaired 
by the want of ecclefiaftical dignitaries 
ainong them, 
Thele adventurers,” fays Dr Chaun- 
Cs, “Shave fometimes been blamed for 
“Ving too much religion; but never be- 
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fore, within my knowledge, for having 
none, or for having loit what they had ia 
their ** native” land. 

It is acknowledged, if their ** native 
religion” lay in a blind fubmitlion to 
church-power, arbitrarily exercifed, they 
did ** abandon” it ; and their virtue here- 
by difcovered will be fpoken of to their 
honour, throughout all generations, by 
thofe acquainted with it, who really be- 
lieve, in its juft latitude, this undoubted 
gofpel-truth, namely, Theat Jefus Chritt 
only is the fupreme head and lord of the 
Chriftian church. 

But if by “abandoning their native 
religion” is meant, their renouncing the 
doétrines of Chrittianity as held forth in 
the thirty-nine articles of the church of 
England, the reverfe of what is bere 
faid is the truth. Thefe indeed are the 
doétiines that were handed down from 
them to their children and childrens chi- 
dren; infomuch that they are to this day 
the ftandard of orthodoxy ; and there are 
comparatively few but are orthodox in 
this fenfe, unlefs among thofe who pro- 
themfelves members of the Epifcopal 
churches. Or if by ** abandoning their 
native religion” the thing intended is, 
“that ere long they were found without 
remembrance, or knowledge of God, or 
any divine worfhip,” as the charge ayaintt 
them goes on in the next words; it mutt 
be plainly faid, it is altogether, groundlefs. 
There is no faét relative to the country 
more certain, than that theie adventurers 
fo far **remembered and knew God,” 
2s to make it one of their firlt cares- to 
provide for the carrying on, inaintaming, 
and upholding the worfhip of him; whicta 
they did where-ever they extended their 
fettlements ; and their pofterity have cons 
ftantly took the like care all along to the 
prefent day. There is therefore no fenfe 
in which the above reprefentation cana 
comport with teutir but this, that God 
cannot be worfhipped,-at leaft fo as that 
it may be proper to fay he is, unlefs the 
worthip be carried on aceording to the 
manner of the eftabhifhed Enplith church. 
Some of the fociety’s millionaries, I have 
reafon to believe, are much inclined to 
think thus; but f would not fufpeét fuch 
a thing of his Lordfhip. What he has 
here faid I would rather attribute to mit- 
information. 

Another part of the accufation is cons 
veyed in the following /lromg and expre/s 
terms. **Inftead of civilizing and con- 
verting basbarous infidels, as they under- 
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took to do, they became themfelves infi- 
dels and barbarians.” 

As to the charge, fave Dr Chauncy, it 
would, I believe, if faflened upon any 
other body of men profefing eodlinefs, 
be efteemed highly unchriftian. Hod a 
hint only of this nature been (ugpetted, 
relative to the fociety in whofe audience 
this cenfure was delivered, thier, and 
much worfe, would have been faid of ot, 
and defervedly too. And yet, that fo- 
ciety, have, without all doubt, been as 
deficient in their endeavours to propagate 
the gofpel in theie foreign parts,” 
where it was moft needed, and in con- 
trariety to the defion of their incornora 
tion too, as was ever true of thefe edven- 
turers. For, by far the preater part of 
their money has been expended, if we 
May judge by their own abftrodts, not in 
mifhons to cenvert the Incian natives, 
not in imffions to fet up and maintcin the 
worlhip of God where he was fearce wor 
at all; put in mitions to thofe 
places in which the pofpel was preached 
before, as truly and faithfully as it has 
been fince; if it be only fuypofed, that 
this can be done by miniflers not off- 
cating according to the order of the 
church of England. If ene were to col- 
lect their fent ments from their condvét 
as reprefentec in thefe abftre@s, it muft 
be concluded, that, with them, the pro- 
pagation of the Gofpel, and the eftablifh- 
inent ef Epitcopacy in the Brits{h colonies, 
were convertible terms. 

To compare the conden of the colo- 
mitts with that of the fonety’s mtfionas 
ries in this point, it is not eefily conceiva- 
ble.” continue: our author, ** wherein they 
could have exerted themfcelves with more 
zeal, or in more prudent weys, im encea- 
vouring to enlarpe the borders of Chrift’s 
kingdom in thele * uttermoft parts of the 
earth,” by meking the native barbarians 
tte members of it. It was out of their 
power to fupport miffonaries among 
thefe Heathen; but, in other ware, they 
Jaid themieives out to the utmoft of their 
power, is thev hed opportunity, for their 
inftru€ion in the ** knowledge of God, 
and Jefus Chrift, whem to know is hfe 
eternal.” And by their labours, efpe- 
cially as encovraged and aflilted by the 
Londen fociety, and more privately, they 
fo far etleGed the converfion ef them, 
a thet numbers were preparcd and 
poled to mike an open profefion of their 
feith in Jelus Chrift, The facied bo: ks 
oi the Old end New Teflament were, in 


their day, by the fkill and labour of the 
indefatipable Er tranMated into the 
Indian language, and cifperfed among the 
natives for their inftru@ion in things per. 
taining to the kingdom of God and of 
Chrift. And through his affduous en. 
deavours, with thofe of the renowned 
MaYHEWS, and other worthies, a cons 
fiderable number of churches, under the 
divine blefling, were gathered, confitting 
of Indian members, many of whom gave 
proof of the reality of their converfion, 
by their walking in the faith and order 
of the pofpel, fo as to adorn the dorine 
of bim whom they now called their only 
Saviour anc Lord. Some of thefe church- 
es have cont:nued in fucceflion even to 
this cay, with Englifh or Indian pafors 
at their bead. The above reprefentation 
is fo penerally known here to contain the 
real truth, that it was greatly furprifing 
to rany, to fee his Lordfhip fo impofed 
upen by fuch as were either grofsly ignoe 
rant of whet hed been done by thele ad- 
venturers, or wicked enough, in oppefi- 
tion to their knowledge, to give him an 
account that was odioufly falfe and inju- 
ricus.” 

In fupport of what our author delivers 
on thi- (ul je@, he enters into a particular 
tate of reingion in the New- England pros 
vinces, which fully juftifies what he fays: 
but for the{e particulars we mult refer to 
the pemphiet. 

Jo what the Bfthop pleads in favour 
of eftabhihing Epitcopacy among them,

Would church- 
men themfelves think it fo in reoard of 
other denominations of Cuviftians befide 
themfelves ? Should any of thefe deno- 
minations, in like circumitances, make 
the like complaints, infifting that they 
were not fuffered ** fully to enjoy their 
religion,” none, it may be, would treat 
their complaints with more contempt, 
than thofe who are themlelves fo loud in 
making them, And yet, I know not, tn 
rega dof real merit, but other denomi 

nations would have as good a rizht to 
complain, as thofe who profeis theimfelves 
members of the church of England. For 
they are the defcendants from anceftors, 
who fubdued and cultiveted this rude 
Wildernefs, amidit a thoufand ulties 
and hazards, fo as to make it the plea- 
fant fruitful land we now behold it; 
hereby adding to the extent, {trength, 
and plory of the Brith crown: nor has 
that facred Majefty who wears it more 
loyal (ul je@s even in England ittelf : and 
as they are far more numerous than the 
Epiicopalians, they are in proportion 
More able ; and I am ture they would be 
as willing, to exert themfelves, if called 
to it, at the peril of their fives, in de- 
fence of his perfon and dominions.”

There i- no resfosaole roon for hope in 
the cafe : elpecialiy if it be remembered, 
that we in thete parts not only know the 
errand of our forefathers into this coun- 
try, but have been well indo&rinated in 
the principles of Chri/liin liberty. Old 
grudges. and jealoufics” are no obfta- 
cles” in the way of our going over to the 
church ; and as to ** obfolete piques and 
groundlels fears” they are as fuliy ‘* ex- 
tinguifhed” here as in ‘* England.” We 
prefer our own mode of wor(htp and 
cipline to that of the Englith church; and 
we do it upon principle, as really belie- 
ving that it comes nearer to the purity 
and fimplicity of gofpel-direction. And 
as thele are the generally prevailing fen- 
timents in New England, and as their 
conduét hes all along been generally con-

HISTORICAL AFFAIRS. 
TURKY. 


“ Conflantinople, Aug. 1. We have re- 
ceived advice, that the Ruflians have can- 
nonaded, and forced, fword in hand, the 
town of Balta, in the Letler Tartary, in or- 
der tocarry off fome Polith confederates, 
who had taken refuge there. This news 
has cauled a great fermentation, as feveral 
Turks and Tartars loft their lives on the 
occafion. Preparations are making to fe- 
cure the frontiers, and put the empire 
in a ttate of defence. The Porte has 
fent orders to Romelia, for the troops in 
that province to march towards the Nie- 
fer, who are to be j ined by a large bo- 
dy of forces. On the 23d and 24th 
wit, large bodies of Janiflaries and other 
forces, imbarked in the port, and en the 
canal of the Black fea, for Varna, from 
whence they are to be fent to the fron- 
tiers. A number of tents, and a quanti- 
ty of ammunition, were put on board at 
the fame time. The Bafha of Choc- 
zim fet out on the 25th for his goverr- 
ment, and carried with him a large quan- 
tity of money.” 

** Vienna, Sept. 3. Our laft advices 
from Conttantinuple affure us, that the 
Grand Signior hath declared war againft 
Rutia, with all the formalities ufual on 
fuch an occafion. Thev add, that the 
Grand Vizir hath declared to the mini- 
iter of thei. Lmperial and Roval Majetties, 
that the war will be carried on againft 
Ruflia only.” 

‘“* Ferrara, Aug. 4. We hear, that at 
the approach of the Ottomin troops, on 
the fide of Montenero, in Dalmatia, the 
impottor Stephano and his adherents took 
refuge in the mountains, which are in- 
acce‘lible during winter. The number 
of thefe rebels is confiderable, and they 
are in no want of money; whence it is 
pretumed they are fupported by fome fos 
reign power, with the view of giving 
trouble to the Porte.” 


POLAND. 


66 Warfaw, Fuly 28. Though the re- 
volt of tne peaiants of the Ukraine is an- 
vihilated, vet another of the fame kind 
is aren at Mozyr in Lithuania, on the 
Part ot the peafants of the Greek religion 
there, who commit all forts of excetizs.

** Warjaw, Aug. Yeiterday advice 
was received froin the neighbourhood of 
Cracow, that Prince Martin Lubomirtki, 
attemoting to get out vi that city with 
fome bundreds of his adherents, had been 
attacked by the Ruilians, who killed 299 
of them, made 200 prifoners, and di- 
{peried the rett, who retired with the 
Prince towards the frontiers of Huugury.” 

Warfaw, 24. Yeiterdav even- 
ing a fourth courier arrived at Pr. Rep- 
nin’s, with advice of the taking of Cras 
cow, Which though we have not yet re- 
ceived a particular account of, the cir- 
cumftances in general are as follow.—— 
On the 18h inttant Gen. Apraxin recei- 
ved an exprefs from Pr. Repnin, with or- 
ders to ttorm the phice. Accordingly, 
on the rgth, at two o'clock in the mormn- 
ing, the Ruflians began the affault ; and 
in order to divide the forces of the be- 
fieged, made two falle attacks. When 
they came to the foot of the wall, they 
blew open the gates with peta ds, m 
order to fet in thet cavalry. But the 
hefieged had ftopped up the way by plant- 
ing cheits filled with flone-, ind 
fevera) deep ditches. Notwithttanding: 
all thefe difficulties, and the contimual 
fire of the Confederates, the Ruilisus for- 
ced their way through, ond their caveiry 
entered the town. They bed no fon. 
er got in, but the Confederates made a 
terrible fire upon them tiom the adjacent 
houfes, and the priefts were very active 
in encouraging the people to make a vi- 
porous defence. Neveiticle's, the Ruthaa 
officers and toldiers conmmitted no excei- 
fe:, tho’ they could have mede a terrible 
flaughter; but immediately pabl thed, by 
found of trumpet, that all would lay 
down their arms thou!d be pardoned. This 
had the defired effeét for of the 
principal Poles furrendered immediately, 
and the people followin their example 
jaid down their arm:. A party one 
ly of the wtutineers retired mto the Je- 
fuits convent, and detended themicives 
there, fo that the conquerors were d 
to take that building by foree. This 
event would have been feta! to the fee 
fuits, if Pr. Repnin had nct before 
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pranted them a pardon, on account of 
their protecting the Ditlidents againit the 
fury of the mutineers, even fo far as to 
give them money to fupport them under 
their mifery. The lols of the Rufliins 
amounts to about 500 men, and would 
not have been fo confiderable if the Con- 
federates, having no more lead, had not 
been obliged to make ule of pieces of 
copper and brals to fupply the place of 
ball. Among the Ruilian officers, Colo- 
nel and Major Patkal were 
wounded ; above 3000 of the Confede- 
rates furrendered to them. Notwith- 
ftunding the taking of this place, we are 
apprehentive that the tranquillity of the 
kingdom will not foon be reftored ; for 
bejides tiiat the Haydamacks have com- 
mitted freth excetles, by burning three 
towns, about fifty villages, and murder- 
INQ 4 or 5000 people, among whom were 
great numbers of Jews, moftof whom were 
burnt alive; fome Confederacies are ap- 
prebended in Lithuania, where the higi- 
ways very dangerous.” 

* Poesia, Aug. 24. The peafants of 
the Ukraine, who were accomplices ina 
the firtt revolt, have been put iu irons, 
and are fentenced to work on the forti- 
fications for bre.

“* Corte, [in Corfica], Fuly 26. On the 
21{t of this month an Enghth frigate ar- 
rived in the harbour of Ifle Rouge; fhe 
came from Portimouth, and made the 
voyage in twenty days. As foon as fhe 
cait anchor, the captain and two other 
emcers landed, and, without ftopping a 
Moment, repaired to General Paoli. It 
Is Cheught that they are charged with 
fome very important commiffion.

‘ Corfica, Aug. 4. We lave already 
°O leveral obitinate brants with the 
French. The French troops wanting to 
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get pofleflion of the heights, attacked a 
trench dait Monday, and carried it by 
afliult ; the Corficans (to the number of 
42) who defended it, refufing quarter, 
were all cut to pieces. During this ace 
tion, the French took the village of Pa- 
trimonie, and mace there about fixty 
prifoners. afterwards directed their 
march towards Barbaggio, to ferze on 
that ; but were obliged to give o- 
ver their atiack by the viporous detence 
of the parrilon. The fame day, the gare 
rifons of St Floreat and Baflia marched 
out with fome field-picces to feize on 
Furiani and the height of Montebello 4 
on which ocesfion there was a bloody ace 
tion between thofe troops and the Cor- 
ficans, of which we have not yet any pare 
trulor detail. Early yetlerday morning 
the French troops made themfetves mo- 
fiers of Barbappio, but not without con- 
ficerable lols, on eccount of the vigorous 
defence of the Corficans ; and afterward 
they bent their courfe towards Cape Corfe, 
where there has been a pood deal of blood 
fpilt. In thefe ditferent combats many 
brave Corficans have loft their lives; a- 
monpft others, the Captains John-Charles 
Roftino, and Achilies Marati, the fame 
who took Capraja from the Genoete z 
and M. Barbaggi is taken prifoner. The 
French have allo loft a colonel.” 

“6 Nice, Aug. 12. The Corficans of 
Cape-Corle, wanting to retake Bar bappio 
and Patrimonio, on account of the im- 
portance of thofe places in preferving 
their communication with the other pro- 
vinces of the ifland, made an cttempt to 
diflodge the French troops therefrom; 
but all their efforts have been ineiiec- 
tual: on the contrary, the French bave 
taken Erbalonpa; and it is reported, 
that they have aifo made themfelves ma- 
fters of the pieves of Sifeo end Corpora, 
aid that, in confequence, the council of 
the province affemvied the dav before 
vefterday, to deliverate on the to 
be taken in fo critical a fituation, and 
on the antwer to be made to the French

We wall watch over the pro- 
fpevity, the plery and happinefs of our 
cear people of Corfica in general, and of 
every individual in particular, with the 
fentiments of 4 paternal heart. We will 
maintain, upon our roval word, the con- 
ditions we have promifed in regard to the 
form of povernment, to the natton, and 
to thofe who fhall thew themfelves moft 
zealous, and moft ready to fubmit to our 
obedience; and we hope that nation, en- 
jovying this advantage and our royal pro- 
tection by fuch precious ties, wiil not 
put us upon treating them as rebels, and 
perpetuate in the iflandof Corfiea difturb- 
ances which cannot but prove cdeftruc- 
tive to a people whom we have adopted 
with complacency among the number of 
our fubjeéts. And in order that our in- 
tentions upon this head might be fully 
known, we have cauied our feal to be 
put to thefe prefents.

Thys Hanfen, failed from hence a few 
days ago, fad to be bound for Marleilles 5 
on board of which fhip was an Enpidh 
general, and two other gentlemen of the 
fame nation. She was fearcely pot out 
of port, when a French xebeque purtued 
her, and foon coming up with ber, the 
French commandant obliged the Englifls 
gentlemen and all the crew of the Das 
nith veil to go on board the xebeques 
and, afler interrogating them, fent a 
certain number of his own people on 
board their fhip, with orders to make 
the firicteft fearch there ; and they ace 
cordingly opened all the chetts, boxes, 
and portmanteaus, with all the packets 
and letters found therein, in order to 
learn the real deftination of the Danith 
vetlel, They were employed in this 
work upwards of four hours; but we 
don’t know whether they made any dif- 
covery of confequence. However, when 
the fearch was over, the Captain of the 
xebeque releafed the Danith flip, and alt 
the paflengers and crew, telling the ma- 
fter, that he might return to Leghorn, or 
go where-ever he plealed, provided it 
was not to Corfica; addmp, that, in 
conformity tothe King’s orders, he thould 
treat in the fame manner all fhips of 
whatever nation they might be, who fhould 
attempt to approach that ifland. Thele 
are the particulars related bere of this 
rencounter, which there is great reafory 
to fear will be followed by reprifals, un- 
lefs the different powers, m conformity 
toa declaration of the court of France, 
have forbid their fubge@ts to approach the 
land in quettion.” 

*¢ London, Sept. 20. They advile from 
Leghorn, that the Englifh, Dutch, and 
other foreign merchants, were ttruct 
with the preatelt contternation on the 
laie Casing iniut, on tive feas, cour.

* Rome, Sept. 3. Cardinal Rezzonico 
has this day informed the Pope bis uncle, 
thet the minifter-pleripotentiary of the 
court of Naples has declared to the Sa- 
cred College, ** That in two months the 
King his mater will fend commiilaries, 
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fupported by troops, to retake pofléffion 
of the duchies of Caftro and Ronciglione, 
which he confiders as illegally difmember- 
ed from his dominions.” This news is 
certain, and the Pope is preatly offifed 
atit. Cardinal Torreppiani, whom the 
public look upon as the author of moft of 
our misfortunes, has retolved at length 
net to trouble himfelf any more with 
politics, and it is faid the Pope has pers 
mitted him to retire.” 

** London, Sept. 17. Letters from Rome 
import, that the Jeluits are making the 
greateit efforts to prevent the Pope’s ac- 
quiefcence with the demand of moft of 
the powers of Europe, touching the ane 
nibilation of their focietv : for this pure 
pole, they have prefented two memorials, 
to prove, 1. That the fociety has done 
very great fervices, and ftopped the pros 
preis of herefy; and, 2.

That it was imprus 
dent at this time to pafs any vote about 
the matter; and, 3. Toat it was ablurd 
to thank an .flimbly not now exiftng. 
It is (aid, that all the out-polts from 
Newfoundland to Florida are to be called 
in; that moft of the forts in the back 
country will be difinantled; and that on- 
ly garrifons of twelve men each are to be 
left in thofe that are to be kept.” 

Bolton, Aux. 15. The merchants 
and traders in this town have lately had 
feveral meetings to confult mealures for 
the better rezulation of the trade, which 
at prefent labours under great difficulties 
and difcouragements aad being convin- 
ced, that a further importation of unne- 
ceffary goods from G. Britain, would in-

As the fuperintendent direéed 
the commiffiry in the Creek nation to 
demand fatislaction for former murders, 
as well as for that at St Marvy’s, it js 
probable the Indian mentioned in a for.

much, thot they both ran off to a houe 
at fome diitance, and informed the Jand- 
lord 5 who having mere refolution, went 
tathe place, and called to know what tt 
on being told, he bid her net be 
Cilcouraped, as be would get her out 
ten minutes ; andimmediately went home, 
and brought a rope, the end of won 
be ved to a tree, and towed hime 
down into the pit; the other end he a 
ed about her wail, while the two men 
who returned with him, hauled ber UPs 
tien the rope was again let down, ' 
which he was got up.

N the year 1736, one Chaplain, a lieu- 
tenant in his Majeity’s forces, quar- 
tered at Gibraltar. who had been former. 
ly emploved in the Geenland nihery, 
was informed by Capt. N.fbit, who was 
q ‘arte red in the fame that 
inthe {pring of the vear wiates 
frequented the north-welt coatts of Te- 
land, from Tyland head in the county 
(tf Donegal, to the bay of Shpo. Chap- 
lainy being on enterprifing man, foid bis 
commifion fon after be lad received 
information, and came to Jreland, 
witha view to fifh for theie whales. 
He, accorcingly, procured two boats to 
te made upon the model of thofe uted in 
the Greenland feas, and furvithed himlelf 
with harpoons, and other inflruments; 
but he was able to kill only two wholes 
ineight years. As there were whales in 
greot plenty on the coaft, he imputed his 
bad fuccefs tothe want of a better appa- 
which not being able to purchafe, 
he ‘pplied to parliament for aid, and ob- 
tained a prant of 5001.3; but dying be- 
fore be received it, it was never paid.

in behalf cf ourtelves and our contttu 
ents, your Majelty’s faithful and efflicted 
fubjeéts. 

Before that period, which 
the empire of the Britifh dominions was, 
by the favour of Divine Providence, for 
the felicity or thofe dominions, aud of 
Europe in general, eftablifhed in your 
Houle; our anceitors, with 
the confent of the Crown, removed from 
their native Jand, then abounding in all 
bleflings, but that perfect fecurity of 
liberty, and that merciful tpirit of admi- 
niflration, which renver vour Royal Fa- 
mily fo juftly dear to your remotett fuy-
